That directors are not faultless, is generally acknowledged ; and 
that shareholders are culpable, in many respects, must be admitted; 
in the non-observance of the obligations which they morally, if not 
legally, take upon themselves, when embarking in the undertaking. 
| While such a course is pursued, and a want of mutual confidence 
displayed, we fear there is but little to hope, except it is—for 
better times. 





Our columns have of late teemed with correspondence on varied 
subjects of interest and importance to the miner and the mine

With respect to Dr. Scuarnarut.’s patent, we hope, as we 
| have observed in the note to our Correspondent’s letter, to furnish 
| a diagram, with description, in an early Number. It is, however, 
| not only to the saving in fuel attendant on the improved processes of 
smelting copper, but to the extraction of the sulphur found in the 
ore, that importance is to be attached, as rendering valuable a sub. 
| stance which is now destructive and injurious, not only to the im- 
mediate neighbourhood, but to the smelter, who has to make good 
any loss which may be sustained. 

As regards anthracite, there can be no question but that its con- 
sumption is rapidly increasing, as is shown by the periodical returns 
of traffic on railways, or shipments made from the ports in South 
Wales; the accounts from America also afford evidence of its ap- 
plication in that country, in the manufacture of iron, beside its use 
in steam navigation. Much, doubtless, depends on the quality 
and description of the anthracite, which not only varies in different 
localities, but assumes a different character in the same district. 
There is much information which might be rendered on the subject 
of anthracite by those practically acquainted with its properties, and 
who, we trust, will record in our columns the information they pos- 
sess, which, by its promulgation, may tend to encourage its fur- 
ther use, and thus benefit the anthracite proprietor.

siduous!y making to render electro-magnetism availahfe as a moving-power, 
instead of attended with success, time alone can positively 
determine ; but as ee on which those attempts are founded is 
sound, we confidently believe that the hopes they have raised will be reslised. 
There is no object, indeed, to which the attention of the scientific world is 
now directed, appears so fraught with important consequences to the 
interests of mankind and the development of scientific truths, as the science 
of electro-magnetism—it, therefore, becomes essential for every one to know 
the elementary principles on which it is founded. Our present object, how- 
ever, will be confined to showing the action of that peculiar power generated 
in iron by electricity, and to der the bability of its being rendered 
available as a prime mover of machinery. 

It is only twenty years since the action of a current of electricity in vary- 
ing the direction of a magnetic needle was discovered by Professor Ocrsted. 
This discovery had apparently little reference to practical purposes, though 
it soon led to the development of a numerous class of phenomena of the most 
interesting character, which the inventive genius of man perceived might be 
converted to his use. The researches which Professor Ocrsted's discovery 
promoted, quickly disclosed the fact, that a current of galvanic electricity, 
passing in a certain direction round a bar of iron, communicates to it instan- 
taneous magnetic power, and that this power is instantaneously removed 
when the connexion with the galvanic battery is interrupted. The magnetic 
power communicated by this means, it was found, far exceeded that of any 
permanent magnet ; and electro-magnets have been made capable of sus- 
taining upwards of 500 lbs. The knowledge of these facts soon gave rise to 
the idea, that, by the rapid transference of the power from ove maguet to 
another, a motive-power might be gained of great efficacy at little cost. For 
instance, if a bar of iron be suspended freely on a pivot, near one end, and 
the upper and shorter end be exposed to the action of two electro-magnets, 
to each of which attracting power is alternately given and removed, it is 
clear that, supposing the magnets to be sufficiently near and powerful, the 
iron, exposed to their action, will be attracted from one to the other as 
quickly as the power is alternately transferred, by breaking and renewing the 
connexion between each magnet and the galvanic battery. Though the 
epace moved through by the upper end of the bar must necessarily be small, 
as it must be confined within the range of the magnet’s attraction, yet the 
motion of the lower end may be extended to any reasonable range, by in- 
creasing the length of the bar. We should, in this manner, obtain a reci 
procating action like that of the beam ofa steam engine, and if the upper enu 
of the bar be enlarged, so as to present a large surface to the action of a 
combination of powerful electro-magnets, we may readily conceive that, in 
this manner, a motion may be gained capable of being usefully applied. 

Another curious property of the electro-magnet is, that its poles change 
from north to south, when the communication with the negative and the 

itive poles of the galvanic battery is changed. This property has also 

n made available in the attempts to construct electro-magnetic engines. 
For instance, if, in the reciprocating engine we have already described, the 
electro-magnets were brought to act against permanent steel magoaets, in- 
stead of against a surface of soft iron, and the poles of the electro-magnets 
were changed each time their connexion with the galvanic battery was 
bioken, then, in addition to the attracting force of the variable magnets, the 
attraction and repulsion of the permanent magnets would be exerted every 
time the poles of the former were changed. The motion of the bar itself can 
very readily be directed to alter the position of the wires, so as to break the 
connexion and change the poles of the battery, therefore, such aa engine 
would become a self-acting machine, and it would continue to move with 
great rapidity as long as the chemical action of the battery continued. 

The form we have here supposed is, the simplest ia which the attracting 
power of electro-magnetism can be employed ; and if the power obtained 
from the magnets were of sufficient energy, this simple self-acting machine 
might become extremely valuable. The usual plan of making these engines 
is to give them a direct rotary motion. This may be done by arranging the 
magnets round the periphery of a wheel, and by placing the re-acting mag -

The possibility of applying electro-magnetism as a moving power, is no 
longer a doubtful question. It has been done; and within ten years of the 
discovery of the principle, models sometimes set in motion by its power were 
at work. The question now remaining to be solved is, whether this power 
can be rendered practically useful, so a8 to be advantageously substituted 
for that of steam. We’ shall, therefore, offer a few brief considerations of 
the difficulties to be yet overcome before it can be efficiently applied as a 
motive power. 

The principal difficulty that presents itself in attempting to apply the at- 
tractive power of electro-magoetism, arises from the very limited sphere of 
its attraction. A magnet that will sustain a weight of 100\bs., when in 
contact, is comparatively powerless at a distance of one-eighth of an inch. 
The space, therefore, between the magocts that transfer the action from one 
to the other, must necessarily be very minute, otherwise the greater part of 
the power will be lost ; even at a distance of one-hundredth part of an inch 
the magnetic power is very considerably diminished. It will thus be per. 
ceived, that an almost unattainable degree of accuracy is necessary to ensure 
to an engine of this construction its full working power. In permanent steel 
magnets, the centres of attraction are situated in a point within the steel bar 
ata short distance from either end; but in electro magnets, the attraction 
seems to be combined in innumerable minute centres on the surface of the 
magoetised bars. Now, as the attraction of all central forces diminishes as 
the squares of the distance, the diminution of forces proceeding from incon- 
ecivably small points on the surface must increase in a prodigious ratio, 
compared with that of a force concentrated at a greater distance. Ove object 
to be attained, therefore, before the attracting force of electro magnetism 
ean be usefully applied, in any method like those hitherto adopted, seems to 
be « concentration of the attracting power, in order to extend the sphere of 
its operations. 

We must not in the present infant state of the discovery, and of its appli- 
eation us a moving power, be in the least discouraged by any difficulties that 
present themselves. Enough has already been dune to show that the power 
exists, and that it is capable of being applied. Its extent seems to be un- 
limited, whilst the cost of its production is comparatively trifling; and we 
feel confident that human ingenuity will eventually find the means of render- 
ing it subservient to the purposes of man.—Jnrenfors’ Advocate.
